build up the stocks Of deer on the 
game preserves and in 
counties 
where they are scarce. 


Preliminary preparations in the 


form of the erection of large pens 
near Kerrville are being made and 
will be finished within the near fu- 
ture when the game-deputies'will 
begin the search for fawn. Lack 
of adequate, facilities in the past 
has been one of the 
main 
co- 


Won by the department, J. H. Tuck; 
er, executive secretary states. 


Approximately 500 fawn will be 


captured and placed in the pens 
until they are old enough to be 
placed on the preserves, Tucker 
said. The fawn'will be taken from 
counties where they 
are 
over- 


abundant and distributed to counties 
where they are scarce. 
Most of 


the deer will be captured in Ma- 
son, Kerr, Glllespie, Kendall and 
Comal counties. 


The department now Is placing 


about 300. deer a year in the game 
preserves. 
When the stock propa- 
gation plan becomes .effective, the 
department will be enabled to dis- 
tribute several hundred more each 
year, Tucker said. 


Since the fawn will be 
taken 


when they are only a few days old, 
orders have been placed for sev- 
eral hundred special nursery bot- 
tles with which to feed the anim- 
als until they are able to partake 
of more substantial food.

efforts will be made to capture doe 
fawn, Tucker said.

The pens will be especially con- 


structed so as to reduce the dan- 
ger of Joss from diseases to a min- 
imum, Tucker said.

—(/P)—Astronomers gathered 
hero 


to make observations and photo- 
graphs of the eclipse of the sun 
today agreed that it was almost 
certain their efforts had met with 
success. This view was expressed 
by Dr. W. W. Campbell, president, 
of University of California; Dr. J. 
H. Moore, Dr. D. H. Mciv/el, and 
Dr. R. G. Aitken of the Lick Ob- 
servatory. 


SAN FRANCISCO. April 28.—(/P) 


— The moon, passing in front of 
the sun, today cast a shadow a 
half mile wide on the earth, and 
scientists, with the aid of radio, 
tc-lescope, airplane, 
and spectro- 


scope, arranged to record the event 
for posterity. 


The path of totality started about 


300 miles at sea and swept east- 
ward just north of Pan Francisco 
across the Sierra mountains. Total- 
ity was at approximately 11 a. m. 
(P. S. T.I 


Ingenuity of scores of scientists 


were taxed by efforts to photo- 
graph the shadow speeding at the 
rate of 1,200 miles an hour. 
The 
total eclipse was but 1.3 seconds. 


The largest expedition of scien- 
tists, from Lick 
Observatory of 


the University of California, was 
located at Camptonville, in North- 
ern California. 


Boy Scouts were called lo 
aid 


the Camptonville 
scientists 
by 


trading the moon's shadow through 
a novel method suggested by Pro- 
fessor Joe Ueta of Kyoto univers- 
ity. Japan. 


Thirty boys were stationed 200 


feet apart across the predetermin- 


ed path of the eclipse and through 
smoked glasses were asked to trace 
on paper six inches in diameter 
Ihe rim 
of 
the 
moon as seen 


against the sun. Professor Ucta's 
theory was that the tracing might 
enable authorities to determine the 
moon's movements, which are er- 
ratic because of the pull of other 
planets.

kins of Baltimore and a third from 
Pomona college at Claremont. Cal.

than .100 prisoners had been ac- 
cumulated in county jails over the 
statp since the prison hoard or- 
dered prison authorities to refuse 
acceptance of prisoners.

words and the monumental 
Oxford dictionary offers def- 
initions for 600,000 separate 
words and usages of words. 


There is an 
astounding 


contrast betwen these avail- 
able resources of 
language 


and the amount of it which 
serves the average man for 
his daily needs. The Bell 
telephone 
system, 
which 


deals almost exclusively in 
communications by the spok- 
en word, has studies which 
show that a mere handful of. 
words is enough to keep itis 
wire busy. There are 
80,- 


000,000 telephone 
conver- 


sations in the United State.5 
every day, but 50 words ac- 
count for 60 per cent of what 
is actually said in them.

National guardsmen and 150 Co- 
lumbus police -were sent into Ohio 
penitentiary today.

turmoil during which thousands of 
convicts tore down cell doors and 
did other damage. 


Machine guns were trained on

cloeely guarded hy soldiers. 


The prisoners were creating no 


disturbance at the time the police- 
men were dispatched, and it was 
believed this was done to prevent, 
rather than quell, an outbreak.

circle,

watch the convicts leave the cell 
blocks for the mess h&lU. 


Forty new prison guards em-

The particular para- 
raph he contended was Jibelous 
fellows as it was introduced into 
the trial records:

No one dare say Mrs. Ferguson i« 
not honest. What is the record of 
the Klan on honesty? Evans and 
Simmons . split $150,000 suckers1 
money.

than plantation owners boised the 
slaves." 
Mrs. Miriam,Ferguson, wife of 


the former governor, was elected 
governor that year.

Virginia on the ground that

of two-thirds of the total mem- 
bership of the house of represent- 
atives when submitted to the states 
for ratification. 


When prosecuted on the charge 


of unlawfully selling intoxicating 
liquor, Jebbia and Palmer replied 
that only 282 members of the house 
of representatives 
had voted for 


the submission of the 13th amend- 
ment to the states, whereas two- 
thirds of the total membership at 
that time was 230. 


They insised that the decision' of 


the court sustaining the constitu- 
tionality of the amendment in a 
case brought by Rhode-Island was 
not conclusive. 


The constitutional provision Is 


that "tho congress, whenever two- 
third of both houses shall deom It 
necessary, shall propose 
amend- 


ments to this constitution."
